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Need For New Schools Very Apparent-- 


And So Is Economy; Vote Yes’ Jan. 30 


Need for more school buildings here cannot 
be questioned. The need is critical today and 
it will become very acutely critical in the to- 
morrows ahead. 

Upland elementary schoels and Chaffey 
high school are faced with more students than 
there are classroom facilities. 

-The special bond election Jan. 30 is called 
to give Upland voters an opportunity to author- 
ize issuance of $350,000 in bonds for the new 
Upland classrooms and $3,000,000 in bonds for 
a new Upland branch Chaffey high school and 
for completion of the Fontana branch Chaffey 
high school. 


‘If the bonds are NOT authorized Jan. 30, 
what next? Undoubtedly, another bond elec- 
tion will be held. Regardless of what voters 
say as they individually mark their ballots, 
parents unitedly say that classrooms must be 
provided. There is no other way than to pro- 
vide classrooms. 

By October, 1953—2%4 short years away— 
high school enrollment in the Chaffey district 
will be 5,611. Normal capacity on the Euclid 
campus is 2,500. By 1955, Fontana high school 
will have 2,000 students and 1,000 will be in 
the new Upland high scheol—if the bond issue 
is ‘approved.

Gity To Have Solid Basis For 
Growth When Zone Plan Ready 


* Many people are awaiting the time when 
the city’s proposed zone program becomes a 
légal part of Upland’s laws. 

' Uncertainty exists today among property 
owners and among people who want to build 
on an extensive basis. This uncertainty is 
natural during a period of transition but after 
tohight’s meeting of the city planning commis- 
sion a more definite program may be proposed 
for a future growth pattern. 

* What will be recommended tonight is un- 
certain but it is reported unofficially the pro- 
posed zone plan will be considerably different 
than the originally proposed “Eliot Plan”. A 
high standard was placed in the Eliot plan and 
there may be merit in having an unusually 
high goal set for the community. 

Since the Eliot plan was offered late in No- 
vember many people have become vitally in- 
terested in their community. As the result of 
these discussions and a careful study by the 
commission members, a recommended zoning 
proposal is scheduled to be offered tonight. 

Six months from now or sooner, the city 
council will have enacted a master zoning 
plan and the city will have a better foundation 
on which to build. And build it will.

present. Within four years, all Upland stu- 
dents will be going to school half-days—if no 
new schools are provided. 

If someone can point the way to other than 
new schools, let him speak loudly — and 
promptly. The solution to a rapidly growing 
community is very simple—more classrooms. 
There is no other way. Need for more school 
buildings cannot be questioned. 


As to economy in building, there may be 
some room for thorough study. Buildings that 
give the utmost in utility and classroom serv- 
ice can serve very effectively in these times of 
thin dollars and big demands. 

Good judgment is needed in planning any- 
thing so permanent as school buildings. That 
good judgment should result in classroom 
utility, not frills; absolute safety, not luxury and 
the greatest number of classrooms rather than 
costly refinements. 

Members of the Upland board of education 
have given public assurance that a policy of 
strict economy will be followed. In a meeting 
Tuesday night board members and others ex- 
plored deeper into the possibilities of saving 
every possible dollar through elimination of 
everything except absolute classroom essen- 
tials. 

And so the need is apparent. Economy is 
assured. So, let's vote for the bonds Jan. 30. 


All of us may not get just what we want 
but out of all the discussion should come a far 
better community because of the “Eliot Plan” 
and the interested, constructive discussion of 
so many people.
